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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in answer to the preliminary amendment filed 8/20/2004. Claims 1-13 are 
pending. 

Election/Restriction 

1. This application contains clainns directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: 

L the embodiment describing a power circuit for a battery comprising a control means charging a 
high voltage side energy storage source through a DQ/DC converter, 

II. the embodiment describing a power circuit for a battery comprising a control means charging 
a first energy storage source and a second energy storage source with regenerative electric power 
generated by the elecbic nrK>tDr through a DC/DC converter, and 

III. the embodiment describing a power circuit for a battery comprising a control means including 
nfieans for calculating the regenerative electric power generated based on vehicle speed detected. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on 
the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
Currentiy, claims 1, 8 and 9 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species 
that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all daims readable thereon, including any 
claims subsequently added.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one 
of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other Invention. 

2. A telephone call was made to Mr. Jeffi-ey Wyand on 5/20/2005 to request an oral election to the 
above resbiction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
